T is now many Years fince di- 
vers of us (with other ſober 
el Chriſtians then living, and walk- 
wg in the Way of the Lord, 
chat we profeſs) did conceive | 
our ſelves to be under a neceſſity 7 
of Publiſhing a Ce of our 
Faith, for the informgaion and ſatisfaction of thoſe, 
that did not throughly underſtand what our Prin- 
ciples were, or had entertained Prejndices againſt 
our Profeſſion, by reaſan of the ſtrange repteſen- 
tation of them, by ſome Men of Note, who had 
taken very wrong Meaſures, and accordingly led 
others into Miſapprebenſions, of us, and them: 
And this was firft put forth about the Year 1643, 
iu the Name of Seren Congregations then gather- 
ed in London; ſince which time, divers Impreſſi- 
ons thereof bave been diſperſed abroad, and our 
end propoſed, in good meaſure anſwered, inaſ- 
much as many (and ſome of thoſe Men eminent. 
both for Piety and Learning) were thereby ſatisfi 
ed, that we wert no way guilty of thoſe Hetero

doxies and fundamental Errors, which had too 
frequently been charged upon us without ground, 
or occaſion given on our Part. And foraſmuch, as 
that Confeſſion is not now commonly to be had, 
and alfo that many others have ſince embraced the 
ſame Truth which is owned therein, it was judged | 


neceſſary by us to joyn together in giving a Tefti- 
mony to the World, of onr firm adhering to thoſe 
whelſem Principles, by the Publication of this 
which is now in your Hand. | 
And foraſmuch as our method and manner of 
expreſſing our Seatiments, in this, doth vary from 
the former (although the ſubſtance of this Matter 
ns the fame) we ſhall freely impart to you the 
| Reaſon and Occaſion thereof. One thing that 
greatly prevailed with us to undertake this Work, 
was (not only to give a full account of our ſelves, 
to thoſe Chriſtians that differ from us about the 
Subject of Baptiſm, but alſo) the Profit that might 
from thence ariſe, unto thoſe that have any ac.

Congregational way, we did readily conclude: it 
beſt toxetain the ſame Order in our preſent Con- 
keſſion: and alſo, when we obſerved, that thoſe laſt 
mentioned, did in their Confeſſions (for Reaſons 
which ſeemed of weight both to themſelves and o- 


thers) chuſe not only toexpreſs their Mind in Words 


concurrent with the former in Sence, concerning all 
thoſe Articles wherein they were agreed, but alfo 
for the moſt part, without any variation of the 
Terms, we did in like manner conclude tt beſt to 
follow their Example, un making uſe of the ve 
ſame Words with chem both, in theſe Articles 
(which are very many) wherein our Faith and Do- 
Qrine is the ſame with theirs, and this we did,the 
more abundantly, to manifeſt our conſent with 
both, in all the fundamental Articles of the Chri- 
ſtian Religion, as alſo with many others, whoſe 
Orthodox Confeſſions have been Publithed to the 
World, on the behalf of the Prote/tants in divers 
Nations and Cities: And alfo to convince all, thay 
we have no itch to clog Reſigion with new Words 
but do readily acqujeſce in that form of ſound 
Words, which hath been in conſent with the Holy 
Scriptures, uſed by others before us; hereby decla- 
ring before God, Anpels, and Men, our hearty a- 
greement with them, in that wholeſom Proteſtant 
Doctrine, which with ſo clear evidence of Scriptures 
they have aſſerted : Some things indeed, are in 
ſome places added, ſome Terms omitted, and ſome 


few changed; bnt theſe Alterations are of that 


Nature, as that we need not doubt, any charge or 
ſuſpicion of unſougdnels in the Faith, from any of 
our Brethren vpau the account of them. In

In thoſe things wherein we differ from others, 
we have expreſt qur ſelves with all candor and 
plainneſs, that none might entertain jealouſie of 
ought ſecretly lodged in our Breaſts, that we would 
not the World ſhould be acquainted with; yet we 
hope we have alſo obſerved thoſe Rules of mode- 
ſty and humulity, as will render our freedom in 
this reſpect inoffenſive, even to thoſe whoſe Senti- 
ments are different from ours. 


We have alſo taken care to affi x Texts of Scrip- 


ture at the Bottom, for the confirmation of each 


Article in our Gonſeſsion ; in which Work we have 


ſtudiouſly endeavoured to ſelect ſuch as are moſt 
clear and pertinent, for the proof of what is aſſert · 
ed by us: And ourearneft deſire is, that all into 
whoſe Hands thas. may come, would follow that 
(never enough commended) Example of the No- 
ble Bereans, who ſearched the Scriptures daily, that 
they might find out whether the things preached 
to them were ſo or not. 

There is one thing more which we ſincerely pro- 


feſs, and earneftly deſire credence in, vis. That - 


Contention is moſt remote from our Deſign in all 
that we have done in this matter : And we hope, 
the Liberty of an ingenuous uutolding our Princi- 
ples, and opening our Hearts unto our Brethren, 
with the Scripture-grounds on which our Faith 
and Practice will by none of them be either denied 
to us, or taken ill kom us. Our whole deſign is 
accompliſhed, if we may obtain that Juſtice, as to 


be meaſurecꝭ in our Principles, and Practice, and

we have mw Publiſhed ; which the Lord ( whoſe 
hes are as 4 flame of Fire) knoweth to be the Do- 
ktrine, which with our Hearts we moſt firmly be- 
hieve, and ſincerely .endeavour to conform our 
Lives to. And oh that other Contentions being 
laid atleep, the only Care and Gmtention of all, up- 
on whom the Name of our Bleſſed Redeemer is called, 
might for the future be, to walk humbly with 


their God, in the exerciſe of all /ove and Meekneſs 


towards each other, to perfect Holineſs in rhe fear 
of the Lord, each one endeavouring to have his 
Converſation ſuch as becometh the Goſpel ; and al- 
ſo ſuitable to his place and capacity, vigorouſly to 
promote in others the Practice of true Religion, 
and undefiled in the ſight of God our Father. And 
that in this back- liding Day, we might not ſpend 
our Breath in fruitle's complaints of the Evils 
of others, but may every one begin at home, to 
reform in the firſt place our own Hearts and Ways, 
and then to quicken all, that we may have influ- 
ence upon, to the ſame Work ; that if the Will of 
God were ſo, none might deceive themſelves, by 
reſting in, and truſting to a form of Godlineſs, 
without the Poxer of it, and inward experience ot

young? But have neglected thoſe frequent and ſo. 
lemn Commands which the Lord hath laid upon 
them ſo to Catechize and Inſtruct them, that their 
tender Years might be ſeaſoned with the XKowledge 

of the Truthot God, as revealed m the Scriptures z 
and alſo by their own omiſſion of Prayer, and o- 
ther Duties of Religion of their Families, toge- 
ther with the ill example of their looſe Converſiti- 
on, have innured them firſt to a neglect, and then 
contempt of all Piety and Religion; we know this 
will not excuſe the Blindneſs and Wickedneſs of any; 
but certainly it n ill fall heavy upon thoſe that have 
been thus the occaſion thereof; they indeed die in 
their Sins, but will not their Blood be required of 
thoſe under whoſe Care they were, who yet permit: 
ted them to go on without Marning, yea, led them 
into the Paths of Deſtruction? And will not the.

ties, all which Ceremonial Laws being 
appointed only to the time of Refor- 
mation, are by Jeſus Chriſt the true 
Meſſiah, and only Law-giver, who 
was furniſhed with Power from the 
Father, for that end, (%) abrogated 
and taken away. | 

4. To them alſo he gave ſundry Ju- 
dicial Laws, which expired together

6. Although true Believers be not 
under the Law, as a Covenant of 
Works, () to be thereby juſtified or 
condemned, yet it is of great Ule to 
them, as well as to others, in that, as 
a Rule of Life, informing them of the 
Will of God, and their Duty, it directs 
and binds them to walk accordingly ;
